VARIOUS METHODS MAY BE 
USED—SOME MORE CERTAIN 
THAN OTHERS 


When travelling in unfamiliar 
country, it very often becomes nec- 
essary to determine direction. Most 
people are able in a general sort of 
way to do so in the daytime by 
means of the sun if it is shining or 
at night (speaking more particularly 
of the northern hemisphere) by 
means of the north star. 

Some people seem to possess the 
faculty of telling direction by means 


To those who have 
in this regard, the well- 
knov n metgod of making use of the 
watch in connection with the sun 
may be employed. This is effected 
by holding the watch level and 
pointing the hour hand at the sun 
and accepting the line midway be- 
and the figure 12 on the 
dial as the due south direction. 

This will not give direction ac- 
curately but will be good enough for 
most practical purposes. Tt un 
appears to go around the earth in a 
clockwise direction (to those in the 
northern hemisphere) making the 
complete circle in twenty-four hours. 
The hour hand of the watch makes 
a revolution once in twelve hours or, 
in other words, moves twice as fast 
as the sun appears to travel. Assum- 
ing that the sun is due south when 
the hour hand of the watch is at 
12 noon the working out of this 
simple method becomes quite appar 
ent after a little consideration. 

For two reasons the method is not 
absolute. One is that at 12 noon by 
the watch, except on four days in

Oshaya, Ont.--The expenditure 
of a quarter of a million dollars 
|here this year by General Motors 
‘of Canada on a housing scheme for 
employees is being watched with 
interest by other large corporations 
in the Dominion of Canada and else- 
where. 

On land covering about a dozen 
city blocks General Motors have 
since 1919 completed the erection of 
about eighty houses of a first-class 
residential type, and twenty-six 
more will be completed before the 
end of this year. Of the total no two 
will be identically the same. Cost- 
ing on an average between $4,000 
and $4,500, these houses are sold to 
General Motors’ employees on very 
nable terms, usually a small 
payment down and small monthly 
payments. The houses are being 
agerly taken up by employees, and 
it is planned to build more next year 
to fill the demand.

that there would have to 
tain amount of standardiza- 
tion in the interests of economy. The 
way in which this standardization 
as been achieved, without monotony 
of any kind—no two houses being 
exactly alike—is considered worthy 
of study by town planners and all 
who are interested in the beauty of 
their communities, particularly in 
view of the growing number of 
streets in Canadian cities on which 
the houses all look alike from one 
end to the other. 

Plans which would meet the con 
dition outlined were drawn up by 
one of Canada’s most distinguished 
industrial architects.

That is, there 
are some twenty master plans of 
houses each distinct from the other 
in basic conception and treatment. 
A peculiar Value of these plans lies 
in the fact that they are capable of
